AN ACT to amend 230.36 (1), 230.36 (3) (b) (intro.), 230.36 (3) (e) (intro.), 230.36
(3) (e) 2., 230.36 (3) (e) 3. and 230.36 (3) (e) 4.; and to repeal and recreate
230.36 (1) of the statutes; relating to: hazardous duty pay for field employes

of the department of transportation.

Analysis by the Legislative Reference Bureau

Under current law, certain state employes who are injured while performing
duties that entail a considerable risk of injury or danger are entitled to receive full
pay and other benefits, such as no reduction in sick leave credits, compensatory time
for overtime accumulations or vacation, during the period in which they are unable
to work because of the injury. These employes include members of the state patrol
and state probation and parole officers.

This bill requires that field employes of the department of transportation (DOT)
be included among the state employes who are entitled to the above-mentioned pay
and other benefits during periods in which they are unable to work because of
injuries sustained while performing dangerous or high-risk duties or working on
certain DOT projects.

(2) This act first applies to field employes of the department of transportation,
who are affected by a collective bargaining agreement that contains provisions
inconsistent with this act, on the day after the collective bargaining agreement
expires or on the day on which the collective bargaining agreement is extended,

modified or renewed.
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SECTION 9

SeEcTiON 9. Effective dates. This act takes effect on the day after

publication, except as follows:

(1) The repeal and recreation of section 230.36 (1) of the statutes takes effect
on July 1, 1996.
